Gold Democrats Organize their 
Indianapolis Convention.

Forty-One States and Three Territories 
Represented— After Temporary Organ- 
ization Adjournment Taken to Await the 
of the Various Committee!- An 
[assmeetlng In the Evening. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 3. — Forty-one 
states and three territories, represent- 
ed by 824 delegates, met yesterday in 
Tomliuson hall as the climax of a six- 
weeks campaign to repudiate the action 
of the Chicago convention and put forth 
a declaration of principles and name a 
presidential ticket. Senator Palmer, 
who called the body to order, termed it 
the first convention of the National 
Democratic party, while others referred 
to it as the Democracy which held its 
last convention in 1892. 

Admission to the hall was confined 
strictly to ticket holders. As a result 
many people were denied admittance. 
Inside every seat in the space reserved 
on the floor for the delegates and alter- 
nates was taken and the galleries, ex- 
cept on the upper balcony in the rear of 
the hall, where tho baud was located, 
were comfortably well filled without 
being crowded, while the chairs in tho 
rear of the platform, reserved fur the 
distinguished guests, were nearly all 
occupied. 

Tho decorations were brilliant and 
lavish. There was a profusion of flags 
and limiting, trailing smilax, Spanish 
moss and potted flowers, but the most 
noticeable feature was tho prevalence 
of gilt, symbollical of the spirit of the 
convention. Gold wreaths were every- 
where in the decorations and half the 
delegates wore sprays of golden rod in 
the lapels of their coats. There was an 
unusually large number of ladies in the 
galleries and in the chairs back of the 
6tage, their bright gowns and hats 
heightening the general effect of tho 
scene. Most of them were from a dis- 
tance, but some of the most prominent 
ladies of Indianapolis were present. 

Hanging high over the platform was 
the United States coat of arms, with 
the eagle done in gold. To the right of 
this were likenesses of Jefferson, Jack- 
son and ex-Senator McDonald, and to 
the left pictures of Cleveland, Hen- 
drickB and Tilden. Tho appearance of 
the hall was, on the whole, attractive. 

There was much applause as various 
prominent Democrats entered the hall 
and took their seats with their delega- 
tions. 

Senator Palmer, who had taken a 
seat on the stage as provisional chair- 
man, rose and called the convention to 
order. Ho said: "The gavel will be in 
my hands, gentlemon, but a moment. 
We are assembled hero for high, noble, 
patriotic purposes. Our earnest thought 
is to serve our country. (Applause.) 
And in the sincerity of that purpose 
we may appeal to the judgo of all 
hearts. 

Rev. John Hazen White, Episcopal 
bishop of the diocese of Indiana, then 
advanced to the platform, and while the 
audience reverently rose delivered the 
opening prayer. 

The call for tho convention was then 
read. When the uame of Cleveland 
was read in tho call, in connection with 
the names of Jefferson and Jackson, the 
members of tho cpnvcirtion arose and 
cheered. 

The next business in order was de- 
clared to bo the call of tho states in or- 
der to ascertain who were present. 
Most of them reported full delegations. 
Montana reported a unanimous delega- 
tion of one. New York was called amid 
great cheering, and reported present 72 
delegates and 72 alternates. 

Ohio was cheered when its name 
was called. A full delegation for gold 
was reported. Utah failed to respond. 

Wisconsin reported a full delegai m. 
"All Democrats," the chairman said. 
At this there were cheers. The call 
complete shows that 41 states are repre- 
sented. Territories were then called. 
Delegates from several answered. In 
all 824 delegates were found to be pres- 
ent. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee was read, and it was agreed that the 
convention be governed by the rules of 
the Democratic convention of 1892. 

The announcement that ox -Governor 
Flower of New York had been chosen 
for temporary chairman was received 
with great cheering. When he was 
conducted to the chair all the delegates 
were on their feet. 

Flower said in his speech: "I mis- 
take the moral sense of the American 
people if the action of the Populists at 
Chicago, reinforced and emphasized by 
the action of the Populists at St. Louis, 
has not rekindled the spirit of American 
patriotism and awakened the American 
conscience to the national dangers 
which lurk in the forces and influences 
behind Bryan and Sewall or Bryan and 
Watson. The real issue in this cam- 
paign is an issue of patriotism. 

"In many a presidential election has 
the fight waged fiercely between the 
advocates of different political doctrines, 
and the ruin of the country has been 
freely predicted if either set of doctrines 
was established as the policy of the gov- 
ernment—such predictions being mere- 
ly the extreme expression of party pol- 
itics; but in this election the issues 
around which the battle is waging in- 
volvo the iutegrity of oar institutions 
and the sacreduess of our national 
honor, and when men have stirred that 
deep well of sentiment, ordinary party 
differences disappear, the moral issue 
predominates, and all good citizens 
stand shoulder to shoulder against those 
whp would defile the .American name 



aud undermine the walls or her politi- 
cal structure. 

"The revolutionary spirit which 
forced Bryan's nomination is inaiiifost 
in his speeches now being delivered 
throughout the country. His conspicu- 
ous failure at Madison Square Garden 
to advance the cause of silver by close 
argument has induced him to abandon 
the weapons of the logician and states- 
man and to employ the arts of the ora- 
tor. From the rear end of cars he has 
been flinging out social and political 
firebrands among the people. He ap- 
peals to the base instincts of the igno- 
rant or to the misery of the distressed. 
He strives to array class against claBS, 
to incite employe against employer, to 
stir up debtor against creditor, to make 
this a contest of the poor against the 
rich. May God prevent this mcendi 
ary's work. 

"In this broad land it has been our 
proud boast that the avenues of succoai 
have been open to all. The rich today 
were the poor of yesterday. No families 
of inherited wealth dominate our poli 
tics or our society. Before the law all 
men are equal. The same opportunities 
do not come to all men; some succeed, 
many fail, but no barrier to success or 
position is created by law. Industrial 
conditions may be affected by unwis< 
laws, and when this is demonstrated 
we attempt to change them through 
the opportunity which every man has 
to register his vote at the polls. But 
though some men succeed and many 
tail th is is the lot of life, and no candi 
date for the presidency has ever dared 
before to use this fact to arouse man 
against man and to kindle the fires of 
social discontent and disorder." 

After the conclusion of ex-Governor 
Flower's speech the roll of the states 
was called for the appointment of dele 
gates to committees. When this was 
finished the convention took a recess. 



SECOND SESSION. 

A Few Speeches Made and Adjournment 
Fur the Day Taken. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 3.— It was 4:15 p 
m. when Temporary Chairman Flower 
appeared on the platfurm to call the 
afternoon session of the convention to 
order. Both he and Senator Palmer 
also sat on the platform and were 
warmly greeted, and an enthusiastic II- 
linoisan called for three cheers for John 
M. Palmer, "the grand old man." They 
were given with effect. There were no 
demonstrations as other corspicnous 
men entered. The galleries were more 
crowded than at the firtl session and 
the proportion of ladies was fully us 
largo. 

At 4:25 ex-Governor Flower rapped 
for order. The reports of committees 
were called for. The report of the com- 
mittee on credentials was first present- 
ed by Chairman Brennan of Wisconsin. 
The statement in the report that there 
were present 824 delegates to the con- 
vention, representing 41 states and three 
territories was heartily applauded. 

The report of the committee on finan- 
cial organization not being ready, Dr. 
Everett of Massachusetts was intro- 
duced to the convention by Temporary 
Chairman Flower. He was enthusias- 
tically greeted and made a stirring 
speech. 

Several other short speeches followed, 
and the convention adjourned. 

There seems to be an almost unani- 
mous sentiment in favor of General 
Buckner of Kentucky for vice president, 
but the contest for president is still 
open. Although General Bragg has 
been seemingly in the lead, powerful 
influences are at work to defeat him. 
His reception in the convention was a 
disappointment to his friends. It was 
not as enthusiastic as they thought it 
should be. A strong effort is being 
made to bring out Senator Palmer or 
John Black of Illinois, and Secretory 
Morton of Nebraska and David Lawler 
of Minnesota are enjoying incipient 
honors. Senator Palmer does not desire 
the nomination, and there is said to be 
a letter here from Secretary Morton de- 
clining to permit tho use of his nam 
Were General Bragg not in the way 
Senator Vilas might be named, but h 
absolutely refuses to consider the ques 
tion as long us General Bragg is in the 
field. Wattersou's boonidoes not grow. 

GOLD M ASSM EETING. 

Some or the Most I'opular Orators in the 
Country Were t'resent. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 3. — Although 
the Democratic convention proper held 
no session last night almost as much in 
terest attaches to the convention cen 
tered upon the massmeeting held under 
the auspices of the organization at the 
convention hall. Some of the most 
popular orators in the country, who are 
delegates to the convention, were billed 
to speak and their names drew a bril- 
liant well-dressed audience, one which 
filled the galleries and tho floor, and in- 
cluded a large portion of ladies. Many 
delegates were in their seats under the 
state guidons. 

The speakers were late, so that the 
band tilled the waiting time nntil half 
past 8, when J. McDowell Trimble of 
Kansas City called tho meeting to order 
in place of Hon. W. D. Bynum, who 
was detained. The selection of him- 
self, ho said, was intended as a compli- 
ment to the Democrats of Missouri. He 
declared that the addresses to be deliv- 
ered would become a part of the history 
of the republic. The convention was 
founding a new organization to main- 
tain old doctrines, enlisting a new 
army to raise an old flag. "Not a lower 
standard of money but a higher stand- 
ard of integrity and patriotism was 
ueoded, he said, and tho government 
should neither aid nor encourage its 
citizens to pay one-half their debts in 
money and the other half in flat legisla- 
tion. 

The chairman was ex-Congressman 
John R. Fellows of New York, and the 
sneakers billed were: Hon. Louis R. 



Enrich of Colorado, David W. Lawler 
of Minnesota, ex-Congressman W. C. 
P. Breckinridge of Kentucky, Edgar H. 
Farrar of Louisiana. Colonel Fellows, 
in his introductory speech, was in his 
customary eloquent vein, and was fre- 
quently cheered. The enthusiasm 
throughout his speech and the rest of 
the meeting was loud voiced aud fre- 
quent in expression. 

Difficulty in Selecting a Candidate. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 3.— Nothing ap- 
pears to beat Bragg. But the opposi- 
tion is having difficulty in selecting a 
candidate. Vilas is out of the question 
as long as Bragg is in the field. The 
Illinois delegation has decided to sup- 
port Palmer if he could be induced to 
allow the presentation of his name 
Failing In that, it seems likely that 
( ii neral John C. Black will be put for- 
ward by tho opposition to Bragg. If 

the Bragg opposition, can be concen- 
trated he will probably be beaten. 

FAMED TO COM PROMISE. 

A General Lnrkout Probable in tbe Win- 
dow Glass Industry. 

Mcnctr, Ind., Sept. 8.— There is a 
serious rupture between the window 
glass manufacturers and workmen over 
the wa ge question, and prospects for 
factories all over the country starting 
up before winter are gloomy. A lock- 
out is inevitable unless one or the other 
makes concessions, which is not likely 
for some time yet. 

For the second time this season the 
wage committee met in Pittsburg. The 
workmen demanded an increase of 8 
per cent and the manufacturers insisted 
on a reduction of 10 per cent. Each 
side was firm, and, after a violent ses- 
sion, an adjournment was taken with- 
out an agreement having been reached 
or a time having been set for another 
conference. 

The factories all over the country 
were to have been started last night, 
but the wrangle OVtf the scale prevent- 
ed it. T. F. Hart, manager of the 
Western Manufacturers' association, 
says he will see the factories stand idle 
and rot before any advance is granted, 
while the workmen assert that they 
will starve rather than accept a reduc- 
tion. A lockout means that 30 factories 
and 8,0 0 men in Indiana will be idle. 
Indiana manufacturer! have a large 
stock on hand. Orders are light and 
they can well stand a lockout. The 
workmen are not very well fixed finan- 
cially. 

The World Did Not Knd. 

New Yokk, Sept. 3.— Rev. F. Stntzke 
and his small band of followers, who 
had expecttd the world to end yester- 
day, were disappointed when it did not, 
and Mr. StUtske said he could not ex- 
plain it, except that a miscalculation 
must have been made. He felt sure, he 
said, that the world would end inside of 
W days. 

Massacre in Aula .Minor. 

London, Sept. 8. — A dispatch to Tho 
Daily News from Berlin says that very 
serious news has been received there by 
way of Athens to the effect that massa- 
cres have again been commenced in sev- 
eral places in Asia Minor and that 
many Christians have been killed and 
wounded, as a result of these recent out- 
breaks.

The 
town of Kokugo has been entirely de- 
stroyed and several other towns severe 
ly damaged. Many persons are rep u t 
ed to have been killed by the earth 
quake and a still larger Uttinbex injured 
while a multitude have raffi red severe 
losses by damage to property 

Tho provinces visited DJ the earth* 
quake are the same as those devastated 
by the terrible earthquake and tidal 

wave of June 15 la^t, when a large 

number of towns were wiped out, and 
the estimated loss of life was 80,000, 

The province! of Rekusen and Rikuohu 

along the coast from the island of Kin 
kasan uorthward were the principal 
sufferers then. The recollection of th< 
havoc to human life wrought by thai 

convulsion causes grave anxiety M to 
what further reports nriy s low of the 
results of Monday's earthquake.

Pikf.ville, Ky., Sept. 3.— In attempt- 
ing to capture George O. Quinn, a Vir- 
ginia desperado who had killed Everett 
Fowler in Russell county, Va., a week 
ago, the posse fired on him, killing him 
instantly. Quinn was surrounded by 
the posse and made a desperate fight be- 
fore he was killed, emptying his revol- 
ver, l^uiun shot Fowler through tho 
head while the latter was hunting 
squirrels, killing him instantly.

St. Pacl, Sept. 3.— Nearly 40,000 vet- 
erans tramped the streets of Bt, Paul 
for several lrmrs yesterday, renewing 
the associations of their youth and feel- 
ing in their veins the martial spirit that 
uni mated them in the old days when 
they marched through the south as the 
victors over those whom they BOW 
honor as com.-udcg in tho new country 
that has grown up since the days when 
brother was arrayed against brother in 
bitter sectional strife. 

The wind was an Ideal one for march- 
ing, the waria rays of the sun 1 eiug be- 
hind the clouds nearly all day and a 
slight breeze making flu- tramp much 
easier for those in line. The crowds 
hiid no fears of possible showers for 
they were here to see the Grand Army 
pa r ade and proposed to see it even 
though it did rain. But the showers 
held off and everything went oir accord- 
ing to program. Seldom has so large a 
parade come so near moving on time as 
did this. The first departments were 
directed to form at 9:80 o'clock and to 
be prepared to move one hour later. 
Not to exceed 15 minute.; after the time 
set the commander-in-chief and stall' 
moved south on Western avenue and 
the various divisions fell into line rap- 
idly. 

it was just 11:30 o'clock when the 
head of the parade reached the grand 
reviewing stand at Smith park and 
General Walker took hit place on the 
platform and the tir^t division, headed 
by the veteran signal corps, passed in 
review. It was |j$$ in the afternoon 
when the last [>ost in the big eighth di- 
vision, containing Minnesota's veterans, 
had named and there was scarcely a no- 
ticeable break in the line, post follow- 
ing post and department coming after 
department in almost cuuless succes- 
sion. 

Altogether the parade was a grand 
success, and the old soldiers are talking 
over it proudly. The parade has been 
in their thoughts to such an extent that 

the politics of the encampment must 

take a back seat and wait for the buai- 
ness sessions to open. The candidates 
are still being urged by their friends, 
the leaders being Hear Admiral Meade, 
Major T. S. Clarkson and New Hamp- 
shire's candidate, Comrade Linehan. It 
seems to be dividing between the east 
and the west, aud the fact that Buffalo 
will surely get the next encampment 
may affect the result, as the sections are 
somewhat jealous of the honors. There 
lie other candidates and they will have 
strong support, but these are the lead- 
ers. 

The other offices will depend to a con- 
siderable extent on tho result for com- 
mander-in-chief, so that while the elec- 
tioneering is going on at a fail ly lively 
rate it is a minor affair to most of the 

delegates.

ONE HUNDRED^FAMIUES HOMELESS. 

Fire at Norfolk Uestroycs a I ar K e Amount 
of rroperty. 

Norfolk, Sept. 3. — Fire broke out 
about 11:15 in the immense .V story 
brick plow foundry and implement fac- 
tory of S. K. White & Brother, 216 
Water street. It was totally destroyed.- 
In a very short space of time a number 
of buildings in the lane leading to Main 
street caught fire and the flames spread 
rapidly, consuming the entire block. 
The Union stock yard on the east sido 
of Nebraska street, caught fire and was 

Soon dest roved. 

The Haines from this building com- 
municated with the row of houses ad- 
joining tho stockyard on the south and 
soon they were also burned. 

Quo hundred families, white and col- 
ored, residing In the burned district, 
have been made houseless. Tho change 
in the wind is the ouly thing that 
saved the property of the Old Dominion 
Steamship company and that of tho 
Clyde Hue. 

The loss i* estimated at $200,000; in- 
surance not known.

[For the Week Ktidlug August 81.] 
The past week has been one of excel- 
lent growing weather in nearly all parts 
of the State. The temperature was 
slightly below the normal for the period, 
but this was occasioned by the cool nights 
which prevailed, while the days have 
been warm and sunshiny. No rain iias 
fallen except a few light local showers. 
Considerable progress was made in all 
outdoor farm work. The housing of to- 
bacco was paibfld with vigor, with the 
result that fully two-thirds of the crop is 
now laid away. What now remains in 
the field, especially in the western section 
of the State, is generally conceded as 
worthless, on account of the damage 
d »ne to it by the worms. Sunshine and 
dry weather have brought the corn crop 
to maturity. In most sections the yield 
is fair to good. It is being cut rapidly. 
Late corn, however, is beginning to need 
rain again, except in the eastern counties, 
where the crop is ripening rapidly. Fall 
plowing is also retarded by the dry or 
baked condition of the soil. Some rain- 
fall during the coming week would im- 
prove the situation very much, and place 
all crops out of danger from a possible 
early frost. 

Central Kentucky. — A more roseate 
view of the crop situation may be gath- 
ered from the reports that come from 
correspondents in this section. While 
crops are far from the phenomenal stagey 
attained last year, yet they are all that 
could be expected under the extreme 
conditions of drouth and moisture, and 
of temperature not long since excessive, 
and now slightly deficient. Corn is ma- 
tured ami being cut rapidly. Late corn 
is growing fairly well, but might be im- 
proved in some counties by an early rain. 
Most of the tobacco is housed. Some is 
worm eaten, and there is some complaint 
of damage from firing on the lower leaves 
of what remains uncut. Tiie crop as a 
whole, however, is fair to good. Some 
plowing for w inter wheat has been done, 
but progress in this line of farm work 
might be improved by early rains. 
Hemp is nearly all cut ; the crop is large, 
but much of it is flaggy. Pastures con- 
tinue in good condition. Watermelons 
are abundant, though their quality is 
poor. Fruits are not plentiful. Apples 
are falling bally. Cabbage and late 
potatoes are very poor.

Cleveland, Sept. 8.— The First regi- 
ment of the uniformed rank Knights of 
Labor will be formed in this city. 
Cleveland delegates to the Knights of 
Labor general assembly in 1802 urged 
the establishment of a uniform rank, 
but that body did not incorporate the 
idea in the general plan of the order. 
The matter was left optional, however, 
with the district assemblies. 

The organization of a regiment of the 
uniform rank has long been under way 
in Cloveland, and 140 members have 
signed in the city and many more in 
the surrounding towns. What the uni- 
form and style of arms, if any. will be, 
has not been decided npon. The Cleve- 
land delegate to the next general as- 
sembly of the order which meets at 
Rochester in November, will urge that 
the uniform rank be given a constitu- 
tional place. 

CLEVELAND'S CENTENNIAL. 

Perry's Victory Day, the 10th, to lie the 
Closing Event. 

Cleveland. Sept. 3.— The Clovclnn.l 
centennial celebration will be brought 
to a close on the 10th inst., Perry's vic- 
tory day. An elaborate program has 
been arranged for that occasion. Gov- 
ernor Bnahnell will preside at the pub- 
lic exercises in the morning. The ora- 
tor of the day wfll be Governor C. W. 
Lippitt of Rhode Island, and a poem 
will bf read by Frederick Bovd Steven- 
son of Chicago. Major McKinley will 
also speak. 

In the afternoon there will be a pa- 
rade of regular troops and national 
guardsmen. 

In the evening there will be a marine 
and pyrotechnic display on the lake 
front, in the form of a reproduction of 
the battle of Lake Erie.

the Duty 



They Aak For the Restoration of 
on Wool. 

Cou mbcs. O., Sept. 3.— At the meet- 
ing of the Ohio wool growers yesterday 
every county in the state was represent- 
ed. Resolutions were adopted demand- 
ing the immediate restoration of wool 
to the duty list at figures of full ade- 
quate protection. Duties of 12 cents on 
combing wools, 15 cents on fine merino 
grades and H cents on carpet wools are 
favored. 

The association declares that protec- 
tion is of greater interest to the wool 
growers than the financial question and 
urges that the farmers demand that the 
various candidates for president, the 
senate and house of representatives be 
required to declare themselves on this 
subject. 

Knight* of 1'ythlas. 

Cleveland, Sept. 3.— The supreme 
lodge Knights of Pythias decided yes- 
terday that the next meeting will be at 
Indiiinapolis on the fourth Tuesday in 
August, 1898. In 1893 a bank at Wil- 
mington, Del., in which were the funds 
of the supreme lodge, failed. Various 
schemes to make good the loss have 
been discussed since then, and the mat- 
tor was discussed yesterday and referred 
to the finance committee. It is general- 
ly accepted that the committee will rec- 
ommend thut »vhatever money can be 
realised from the sale of bonds shall be 
divided pro rata among those that suf- 
fered. 

Grain Klevator liurned. 

Hamilton. O., Sept. 3.— Anderson & 
Shatter's big grain flovator, containing 
9,000 bushels of corn and 1,500 bushels 
of wheat, was totally destroyed by fire 
yesterday. The fire originated in the 
engine room and was quickly beyond 
control. Seven other houses Jtook fire, 
but the flames were extinguished by the 
prompt work of firemen. H. C. Cffsis' 
stable adjoining was also burned. The 
total loss is about $15,000, which is cov- 
ered by $9,000 insurance, $0,000 of which 
is on the building, 

Gali.ipolls, O., Sept. 3.— William 
Davis narrowly escaped death at the 
epileptic hospital stone quarry. A rock 
weighing two tons fell 35 feet, striking 
his shoulder and crushing it.

Toledo, Sept. 3. — William Jennings 
Bryan demonstrated again that it made 
no difference whether his voice was 
hoarse or not by making more speeches 
then he has for several days. He made 
long speeches at Springfield, Kenton 
and Fiudlay and last night made two 
more in this city. 

The party left Columbus at 8:15 in 
the morning and arrived at Springfield 
at 10:30, where the nominee made a 20- 
minutes talk. The next stop of any 
consequence was made at Kenton, where 
Mr. Bryan addressed 6,000 citizens of 
that county. The address was made la 
the park of the little city, and was well 
received. The crowd was made up 
mostly of farmers, who cheered the ut- 
terances of the three-time nominee. 

There were short speeches made at 
Bowling Green and Walker and stops 
were made to allow Mr. Bryan to shake 
hands with the crowds at (Jygeut and 
Arlington where crowds of farmers 
were gathered.
